In com pany w ith half a dozen other 
farm ers G alladay was h au lin g slate 
from Lisbon to be used in roofing a 
building near W est Point. 
Several 
team s were In fro n t of him, and th e 
o th ers were some distan ce 
In the 
rear. 
W hen th e te a m following him 
passed -a p o in t near where th e farm 
of 
W illiam 
George, 
joins 
t h a t of Sam uel McCurdy th e horses 
shied, and th e driver, who was riding 
on 
th e 
tall board of 
th e wagon, 
Jum ped dow n to And th e cause of 
th eir 
alarm . 
H e 
was 
horrified 
to 
ti od 
th e 
body 
of 
a 
m an 
lying in th e m iddle of 
th e road. 
and going to w here It lay perceived 
t h a t It was G alladay cold and stiff in 
d eath . 
H e a t once gave th e alarm . 
and In a few m in u tes Solicitor A. ll. 
C lara and A. 
R. Mackall, who were 
re tu rn in g from Lisbon,drove up. T hey 
learned of th e m atter, and th e ir offer 
to convey th e sad new s to tin- stricken 
wife 
and 
fam ily were gladly ac­ 
cepted. 
T h e w om an was well uigh 
h e a rt broken, b u t th e atto rn ey s did 
th e ir best to com fort her, and th e n 
cam e home. 
T h e body was tak e n to 
t h e late hom e of t he deceased as soon 
as possible, an d Doctor Gilm ore was 
sum m oned from W est Point. 
A fte r 
an ex am in atio n he explained th e be* 
lief 
t h a t 
th e 
u n fo rtu n a te 
m an 
had died of h e a r t disease, and th en 
th e whole story cam e o u t to sustain 
th e opinion. 
G alladay was riding on 
th e end of th e wagon, an d being 
stricken w ith th e dread m alady fell 
Into th e road and expired. T h e horses 
having uo d rlv er walked leisurely along 
u ntil th ey cam e to a hill. 
T h e n hav 
lug no su s ta in in g hand th ey dashed 
along th e road into th e wagon shed 
of Sam uel 
McCurdy, w here several 
stones were knocked o u t of th e foun­ 
datio n and th e wagon wrecked. 
T h e 
horses were not Injured. 
Deceased has been 111 for several 
weeks. 
H e was th e road supervisor, 
and while plowing on th e highw ay a 
few days ago he had th e m isfo rtu n e 
to be stru c k in th e 
side 
bv 
th e 
h andles 
of 
th e 
plow. 
Several 
ribs 
were 
broken 
and 
he 
has 
been 
unw ell 
since 
t h a t 
tim e. 
H i s th o u g h t t h a t b e fe ll o u t of th e 
wagon and expired w ith o u t a struggle 
as th e re were no m arks upon the 
body. 
Galladay was 40 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and four ch ild ren th e 
oldest of th em being no more th a n 17 
years of age. His m o th er and brother, 
Jacob, reside a few miles n o rth of 
Lisbon, and bls b ro th er W illiam lives 
a t Salem. 
H e was a good m an well 
known In th e neighborhood, and his 
u n fo rtu n a te d e ath is deeply deplored 
by his m any friends.

Mr. Spectator, a Man W ho K n o w t 


Bat who should thin be gipping nome 
iced vermouth at the marble table but 
an old friend whom I will call Mr. 
Spectator. 
He lives at Monte Carlo, he 
bas passed a score of seasons here, he 
has plenty of money, he goes to the 
Casino every day and every evening and 
he never plays a cent. It is his occupa­ 
tion in life to be an observer of things 
and to mark the ways of man and worn- 
an kind. 
In the summer he will mark 
them at AixJes-Baius, at Lausanne or 
at Trouvilla 
He knows everything 
about what is going on just now at 
“ Monty,” 
what 
Russian 
princess 
pawned her diamonds last week aud 
what Cuban sugar planter did not die of 
apoplexy at the Hotel Carmliole, but 
poisoned himself with prussic acid. 
“ He was a fool, sir,” quoth Mr. Spec 
tao ir. “ Why didn’t he go to the admin 
istration? Why didn’t he make his dec 
laration? They knew well enough that 
he had lost 200,000 francs in the course 
of ten days. They would have paid his 
traveling and hotel expenses back to 
Paris, or bark to Brazil, for the matter 
of that. 
He was a fool, sir I” 
Mr, Spectator went on to explain that 
when a cleaned out player made a can­ 
did admission of his impecuniosity the 
administration gave him a sum of mon­ 
ey sufficient to defray his journey by 
railway to the place whence he came 
aud his incidental expens** en route. 
He mentioned one case in which a whole 
family of five persons were allowed 15 
louis apiece to take them from Monte 
Carlo to London, the sole condition at­ 
tached to the largess being that the 
recipient should not re enter the Casino 
unless he or she recouped the adminis­ 
tration for their outlay. 
In the case 
which he cited, one of the party, a lady, 
who had not gone farther than Nice, 
received some weeks afterward a hand­ 
some remittance from England. 
She 
went back blithely to “ Monty,” repaid 
the 15 louis, re-entered the Casino, and 
backing the douse dernier, not forgetting 
zero, won £800. 
“ You are not to be 
lieve,” added Mr. Spectator, “ a tithe of 
the sensational stories printed abont 
ruined gamesters hanging themselves to 
trees in the gardens, or blowing out 
their brains in tho reading room. ” The 
majority of these canards are seton foot 
by obscure French newspapers which 
have not been subventioned or bribed by 
the administration to puff Monte Carlo. 
One of the pleasantest characteristics 
of my friend Mr. Spectator is that every 
time you meet him he has a fresh story 
to tell you about an infallible system for 
winning at roulette, and this time he re­ 
galed me with a succinct narrative of 
what I may call the “ Wellington boot 
system.” Captain Backnm had played 
for many years a large number of sys­ 
tems, and by the time he was five and 
forty had played away a handsome for­ 
tune. A happy thought occurred to him. 
He always wore Wellington boots. 
His 
capital was just 5 louis. 
This he 
changed into 5 franc pieces, and he nev­ 
er staked more tliau one piece at a time, 
and if he won he withdrew his stakes aft­ 
er the third coup. His winnings he care­ 
fully placed in a side pocket, and when­ 
ever he had won four pieces he changed 
them into a louis and slipped the coin 
into one of his boots. He played for 
seven consecutive hours before his stock 
capital was exhausted. Then he returned 
to Nice, somewhat heavy of footstep, 
and drawing off his boots, found that he 
had won IOO louis. 
“ This was two years ago, ” continued 
Mr. Spectator, “ and only last week I 
found Backum at a third class hotel at 
Nice. 
He was in a dressing gown and 
slippers and looking by no moans cheer­ 
ful. ‘How’ about the Wellington boot 
system?’ I asked. 
‘Utter collapse,’ he 
replied. ‘Confounded run of bad luck. ’ 
‘And the boots?’ I went on. ‘The boots?’ 
he replied. 
‘I pawned them yesterday 
afternoon. ’ ” 
So this is “ Monty” in full swing— 
“ Monty,” with its ups and downs, its 
ceaseless whirl of gayety and dissipa­ 
tion. 
There is no rest at Monte Carla 
When you are tired of play, there are 
dramatic performances, there are con­ 
certs, there is pigeon shooting, aud in 
the spring and summer there is plenty 
of yachting. But all these are only side 
issues. The Grand Trunk line of Monte 
Carlo leads to the temple of mammon. 
It is crowded night and day by people 
lusting for money which they have not 
earned, and it is the road to ruin.— 
London Telegraph. 


CU R INCO M PARABLE ICE CREAM. 


voyage hack to New W k as wen as fo» 
the outward journey, despite the fact 
that the cost of the article is greater 
here than abroad, and that it is expen­ 
sive stuff to keep 
The round trip occu­ 
pies at least tim*' weeks, and the cream 
has to last that period one week of 
which the ship is tied up in dock, with 
the cream eating up ice in the refriger­ 
ate r at a prodigious rata When the au­ 
tumn rush homeward sets in and the 
steamers are crowded to the limit, the 
amount of ice cream thus carried from 
this port and kept at least two weeks for 
use on the return voyage is a big it* rn 
in the provision account. Many kinds of 
provisions and supplies are cheaper in 
Europe than here, and of these the 
steamers lay in a double stock at the En 
ropean ports. 
Ice dream, too, is cheaper 
in Europe, but it has the fatal dined 
vantage that it is not ice cream as the 
American regards the article. 
Ice has come to be lees af a novelty 
on the table in Europe in recent years, 
mainly, doubtless, because of the insist 
euce of the thousands of Americans who 
make Europe their summer playground. 
Ioe cream, too, yon can get in most of 
the big cities, even in England 
But it 
usually lacks the main, iudeflit £ qnal 
ities that make it so attractive . 
Ie na 
Eur*>peana may talk about the inimitable 
bouquet of their wines, but th** bouquet 
of American ioe cream is beyond them 
This is not a matter of natural adroit- 
tag** and facilities, as is claimed for the 
wine and other things, for Switzerland 
is full of ice topped mountains, and her 
valleys an* filed with cows. 
A varied and recent experience with 
the ice creams of Europe induces the 
conclusion that only the “ sorbetto” one 
gets on the Piazza of St. Mark’s in 
Venice approaches the delicious perfec­ 
tion of the ordinary every day ice cream 
of America. Perhaps this is because the 
Venetians themselves eat ice cream, 
whereas in most other European cities 
it is regarded as an outlandish concoc­ 
tion, prepared only for the peculiar pal­ 
ate of the stranger. It is a far cry and a 
strange one, from S t Mark’s to Madison 
square, but the d elights exclamation of 
a gronp of American girls, ordering ioe 
cream there us they had done all tho 
way down from London, “ Ah, this 
something like!” covered the distance 
in no time.—New Yodk Hun.

Alphonse Daudet thus describes his 
method of writing a book: “ I write 
slowly, very slowly, aud revise and re 
vise. I am never satisfied with my work. 
My novels I always write myself. I nev 
er could dictate a novel As to my plays, 
I used formerly to dictate them. 
I had 
a certain talent in my logs, just as Na 
poleon had a certain genius in the legs 
of his soldiers. 
My books go through 
many processes. To begin with, I fill my 
notebooks. 
Each note as it is nse<l is 
scratched out in blue or red pencil 
From these written notes and the tablet! 
of my memory—‘the deltoi of my mem 
ory’—I WTite out in copybooks the first 
copy of my noveL 
“ I write tills first copy on alternate 
pages of my copybooks, and leave the 
opposite sheet blank. 
When the bmk is 
finished in its rough state, I rewrite it 
page by page on the blank sheets. The 
page on the right is the amended copy 
of the page on the left. Then my wife 
looks at this second copy and nuggets 
to me what improvements might be 
made. I note these down. 
“ Then I rewrite the whole book again 
with the joy of a schoolboy who feels 
that a wearisome task is ended. So that, 
ai>art from my notes, I write each man 
ascript three times over, and if I could 
do so I would write it as many times 
more, for, as I have said, I am never 
satisfied with my work. 
But I am very 
irregular in my way of working. Some­ 
times I work 18 hours a day, and day
